under the origtual charter the siate at the
end cf fifty years hes the right to pur.
chase the road, and if the corsslidaticn
Ia alloxed to seand, that right of pur-
chase vill, of course, be lo:t, It wil be
seen, therefore, that the state of Knusaa
has & direot interest in proving that the
consolidation was lovalid, Itcortalnly isa
very important suit, and {tsoucccme will be
awaited with a great deal «f interost, It
will surely be tried uopless the leplela-
ture accepta some proposition of compro-
mine, which will ‘bo vrudoub ecly cffered
for ita consideration by the Unlon Pacilie
attorneys.

EVARTS' REPUBLICANISM,

In his recont 8 oach before the Unijon
Largae club of New York, Benator-Eleet
Evarts arseried that the events of the
coming four years and the next preeiden-
tial election will remove all doubt as t
the adherence of the Amdérican people es
ty the policy of protection and as to thetr
truat in the repablican party, the great
exponent of that doctrine,  This senti-
ment is endoisd by wsuch **protection”
papers aa the Philadelphia Press, as good
soand republiean doetrine.

When the republican party came into
power it was the poor man's party. It
was derplead, as being made up of a class
of men who had no property, so to speak
whilo ita opponents wers entrenched be.
hind the 1money bags and the
oligaichy of the tlave-holders of the
sou h. The fight made by the ropublicav
pariy wes to break the shackles of alavery
and to give to the poor man, white or
blazk, a home and a farm upon the pub-
lic domain, One of the everlasting monu-
ments of the republican party s the
homestead law, which commemorates iis
free-suil and free-rettler dootrines, Mr,
Evarts seams {0 forger that the republican
party cf to-day hes gob away entirely
frem  the old  laudmarks, It e
now worshipping straoge ldols, Protec-
tlon was not a cwdinal dootrine of the
paity, and never hny boen, 1t was sim-
ply an incidental poliey, preper onovgh
in its time avwd place. Noithir was
the co page question, notwithstandiog thy
fact that Mr, Evarts regards {¢ ssa car.

where was he before thlsi When the
war olosed, he became a member of the
cabinet of Andrew Johnson, and be-
lieved with him in reconcilivg the people
of the south, Itcertainly scems rather
strange that Me. Evaria is going to be a
different kind of 8 republican from what
be was under Hayes and Johmson, He
reminda us a grest deal of Jay Gould—a
republican with republicaus, & demnoist
with democrate, but an Erie man all the
time. While associated with Johnson,
Mr, Evarts wan for Johnson's policy of
conollistion and concession {0 wards the
southern states. While sssoclated with
Hayes, he was In favor of giviog
the south* the  widest  Istitude,
The result wos that the republican party
cust Mr, Johueon out for his heresy to-
gether with his cablnet. The policy

racent Invest!gations of the state nuditor
into the condition of rome of thiss com-
panles ¢ nfirm the seaplcion.  Oune com
pany olpiming to have §200.000 polb eur-
plne, was fouud to be insolvent, An
other company, which swore that it
had 750,000 assets, was found to have
less  than 600,000,  Still  snother
with an alleged capital of $25,000 had not
even puid tue orlginal stock. One com-
pany that clalmed to have 870,000 in
bauk dld not hsvea dollsr there. So
withano'her company of the sams amount
of alleged ocapital. 8till avother, thst
clsimed to have £22,618 in bauk, had
unly 83,630, and  yoet snoth er that swore
it had 830,000 in Londs did not have s
boad, and 8o on through a long list.  Of
oourse these compantes ave indlgnent
that their affsirs should thus be investi
ganted, but the reanlt will certalnly have
